DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In paragraph 
0012, line 9, "presser" should be -pressure-. The first sentence of paragraph 0042 is 
non-idiomatic. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Figure 4 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification.

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
• of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mori et al 
'063. These claims are anticipated by Figure 6 of Mori et al '063. Note welds 70 of 
Figure 6 of Mori et al '063. Upper member 40 of Figure 6 of Mori et al '063 is read as an 
"upper case". 30 of Figure 6 of Mori et al '063 is read as a "breather pipe". The portion 
of Figure 6 of Mori et al '063 in which the float member is located is read as a "lower 
case".
